Therefore, I cannot make any comments concerning the 
material or the organizations which you have mentioned. 
Furthermore, my book ^Masters of Deceit" which you 
have read, contains the only comments I am at liberty 
to make concerning the matter about which. you have 
' inquired.

HERE IS THE STORY ... 

At the apex of his career as the world's number one industrialist, Henry Ford, Sr., founder and owner of 
the Ford Motor Co., became aware that certain Jews were trying to get his company. This aroused Mr.* 
Ford's curiosity concerning their motives and the background of their manipulations. He called in th$< 
wisest men in his research department and asked that they prepare a series of articles dealing with -the^ 
Jewish problem. The articles were prepared under the direction of Mr. W. J. Cameron and -published -in 
the official organ of the Ford Motor Co., known as the Dearborn Independent. In charge of the publi^- 
tion of the documents was Mr. Ernest Liebold. The moment that they appeared in prihi, terrific; howl 
went up from every Official Jewish headquarters. Campaigns of vilification were inaugurated. Boycott#* 
were organized. Mr. Ford was smeared, ridiculed and threatened, Mrs. Ford was terrified.; Anonymous 
telephone calls and anonymous letters became a daily experience in the Ford family. 

The series of articles were; bound in a book and distributed far and wide. They could be /purchased from 
any Ford dealer in the United States or the world. 

Then something sensational happened. There appeared in the press over Mr. Ford's signature an apology 
in which he expressed regret that the book ”The International Jew" had been published. It no longer 
appeared top sale. It disappeared from the bookstands and the newsstands. Jews and oth^rs. stole copies 
out of libraries until it was virtually impossible to buy the book at any price. It was rumored that cer- 
tain editions were bringing as high as $700.00 per copy. Any attempt to republish the book was thwarted. 

Some years later Mr. Ford reported to Gerald L. K. Smith and others, while guests of Mr. and Mrs. Ford, 
that he hoped some day to republish "The International Jew." On this occasion he denied that his signature 
was affixed to the much publicized apology. This seemed impossible to believe, but no one could doubt 
the integrity of Mr. Ford. His word concerning this matter was later to be confirmed by a former em- 
ployee, who wrote a book after the death of Mr. Ford. The author of the book was Harry Bennett, who 
at one time was one of the three most powerful employees in the Ford Motor Co. His book entitle^ “We 
Never Called Him Henry" was intended to be unfavorable to Mr. Ford because of Some' disillusionment 
that Mr. Bennett had experienced in his relationship to the Ford family. '

Following is what Mr. Bennett had to say concerning the Ford Apology: 

“I GOT IN TOUCH WITH ARTHUR BRISBANE, AND THROUGH HIM LEARNED THAT THE AMERICAN JEWISH COMMITTEE 
COULD SETTLE THE MATTER. I ENTERED INTO NEGOTIATIONS WITH SAMUEL UNTERMEYER AND LOUIS MARSHALL OF 
THAT ORGANIZATION AND WITH BRISBANE. THEY DREW UP THE NOW-FAMOUS ‘APOLOGY/ WHICH WAS TO BE THE BASIS 
FOR A SETTLEMENT. IN THIS FORMAL STATEMENT, IT WAS SAID THAT MR. FORD WOULD SEE TO IT THAT NO MORE ANTI- 
SEMI TIC MATERIAL CIRCULATED IN HIS NAME AND THAT HE WOULD CALL IN ALL UNDISTRIBUTED COPIES OF ‘THE 
INTERNATIONAL JEW/ WHICH WERE BOOKLET REPRINTS OF THE (DEARBORN) INDEPENDENT'S ARTICLES. FOR THE 
REST, THE ‘APOLOGY' SAID THAT MR. FORD HAD HAD NO KNOWLEDGE OF WHAT HAD BEEN PUBLISHED IN THE DEAR- 
BORN INDEPENDENT, AND WAS ‘SHOCKED* AND ‘MORTIFIED’ TO LEARN ABOUT IT.

PHONE, BUT HE STOPPED ME. 

“SO I SIGNED MR. FORD’S SIGNATURE TO THE DOCUMENT. I HAD ALWAYS BEEN ABLE TO SIGN HIS NAME AS

In Washington D.C. with the forced 
integration of previously all-white schools, 
the wholesale muggings, stabbirigs and rap- 
irigs of decent girls has forced th'e white 
families to send th'eiV children to private 
schools across the line to Arlington. Va., 
where th’e NAACP is riOw agitating in the 
CoUrts for immediate integration of rill 
Virginia schools. In our Capitol, Washing- 
ton, the schools, after integration, are now 
75% Negro.

His name was Glvcrtz. The foreman of all 
the prisoners of war sent out from the com- 
pound was a jew refugee. And the compound 
office swarmed with droves of other jews. 

When* Givertz came to the office in July, 
he was a “X” corporal and was outranked 
by a gentile buck sergeant The buck ser- 
geant was transferred to another job in 
another part of the camp early in August. 
Later on he took a civilian job at the camp 
at $5,500 a year. Givertz was promoted 
first to buck sergeant, then to staff ser- 
geant, and the last I heard- he was -a mas- 
ter sergeant, by the first' of 1946. 

In January of 1946 the American army 
forcibly deported Ukrainian freedom fight- 
ers to Communist Russia. When the war had 
-started in 1941 between Russia and Ger- 
many, the Ukrainians had risen up against 
the Red dictatorship at Moscow and -fought 
.alongside the Germans. They did so in order 
to free their country from Russian occu- 
pation. 

The Russians permanently reoccupied 
Ukrainia at the close of WW II and hun- 
dreds of thousands of Ukrainians had* fled 
to the West for sanctuary, where they were 
jailed by the American army and kept in 
camps like Dachau. The Red government 
at Moscow said the Ukrainians were Nazis 
and demanded their return. 

One day at noon I heard a terrible cry 
and sounds of commotion at the Ukrainian 
compound. Upon arriving there, I saw that 
the Ukrainians were being forced by a 
contingent of the artillery soldiers, Yb board 
railroad boxcars. The train was parked on 
a siding just outside the Ukrainian com- 
pound. 

The effort to force the Ukrainians thad not 
succeeded as yet. tirst the Americaniof fleers 
had asked the Ukrainians to get (on the 
train.

The compound was filled with a battalion 
of American soldiers milling around tryin<* 
to escape the fume3 from the bombs that 
had been tossed into the barracks, they 
were unable to approach them because of 
the gas clinging to the building and all in it 
After a conference between the American 
and Communist officers, gas masks -had -been 
summoned from an infantry regiment head- 
quarters. Shortly the American soldiers 
donned the masks and divided into teams. 

American soldiers went into the barracks 
^ They .beat down resistance ami 
dragged the Ukrainians out of the barracks 
one by one. They handed them to the main 
body of American soldiers who remained 
outside the barracks. Two soldiers would 
then get on either arm of a Ukrainian and 
another American soldier would', follow 
along behind with a club.

. .room. * 

The second room was fitted out with 
•shower nozzles running along the walls. 
’There were no windows and both. -doors 
■were heavy. It was not .much- bigger than a 
small bedroom. The guide, said .-that the 
.prisoners Avere gassed in -tfilsrsecohd' itomT 
'The gas was wafted thru the shower, noz*' 
zfes after the prisoners had been told :they 
■.were going to take a shower, 

The- guide made no reference to jews 
being, gassed. I got the impression that the 
- victims were mostly Russian prisoners of 
. war caught operating back of German<bat- 
, tie lines and executed as spies. 

The back door to this shower room looked 
. down into a cramped boiler room. This 
boiler room looked like part of a- basement 
to some small brick building. It was fitted 
•out with two large boilers. The boilers* had 
gas jets inside. . 

Each boiler was fitted out ■with two metal 
stretchers on rollers attached to the front 
■of the boiler. The corpses were placed on 
the stretchers and pushed inside thq boilers. 
In an hour or so the bodies were reduced 
to cinders. The remains were raked off the 
■Stretchers and new corpses were put in place. 

We followed the guide down into the 
boiler room. We saw wooden push -carts 
sitting outside the boiler room doors under 
a tree. 

The sightseers had been apprehensive and 
a little jittery when we started from the 
main gate. They seemed gloomy when we 
were in the ante-room. But another emotion 
seemed to come over them down in the 
boiler room. 

The crematory had not quite panned out. 
Some of them had traveled far to see It 
From afar they had heard of a Nazi death 
factory. They had expected banks of gas 
ovens and evidence of murder, mass murder. 

Instead of a million jews it turned out that 
a few thousand prisoners of war had been 
executed there, and after death had been 
cremated -instead of buried. And for alhthe 
sightseers knew, the prisoners may have 

• deserved it. 

It' was- obvious to all that the equipment 
at hand was not sufficient to gas or burn 
very many bodies. I figured it up later. 

- It would have taken 540 years 19 burn the 

- proverbial “six million” at Daehau even 
** if' the ‘ crematory were kept busy 1 all 

day long, seven days a week, fifty-two 
weeks a 'year. It' would have taken ninety 


years to burn a million bodies at Dachau. 

When we stepped out the back door of 
the crematory, there was a buzz of conver- 
sation in the crowd and short laughter. One 
girl laughed cynically and' said, “Is that 
all there is to it?” The German people had 
pot been sq evil as she had thought. 

. But there was one more thing to see. The 
guide showed us stacks of earthen ware 
jars. They were meant to hold the remains 
of the dead. The jars were shipped to rel- 
atives of the dead. 

More than once afterwards during my 
months at Dachau, I went back to the small 
building housing the crematory. Most week 
days it was deserted. 

Several things about the premises struck 
my attention. One was the shower room. 
The doors were not air fight. No gassing 
of prisioners seemingly could have taken 
place in the shower room. The escaping gas 
would have sickened and eventually killed 
the guards and attendants. 

Also the shower nozzle, from whence it 
was alleged the deadly gas wafted, appeared 
to be new. The nozzles were bright and 
shiny. The plaster around them was Kghter 
in color than the plaster on the rest of the 
room. The plaster around the nozzles was 
no more than several njonthS old if that 
much. This fact suggested that tjie shower 
nozzles had been installed after the war, 
as I had heard before Trom a German plum- 
ber, named Alex, who had been in the 
prisoner work gang ordered to install them. 

The presence of push carts outside the 
boiler room suggested something too. They 
probably had been used to bring the dead 
from the hospital and barracks to the cre- 
matory after having died from natural 
causes. 

Incidentally up until the last part of the 
war, the victims of illness at the camp had 
been treated at the camp hospital, whose 
facilities for treatment were excellent even 
^jAmerican standards. Each, bed 
tedTout with radios and earphones. 

As for cremation, it permitted the fam- 
ilies of the dead to claim the ashes and to 
give them a decent burial at home, some- 
thing they would not have been’ able to do 
in most cases without cremation. 

Cremation is indeed the accepted way of 
'disposing of dead bodies in many European 
institutions and prisons and asylums even 
today. The one at Dachau was no bigger 
than normal. It served the need to dispose 
•quickly of diseased corpses in order to pre- 
vent and control epidemics. The crematory 
served as camp graveyard. 

Further Investigative Research Carried 
Out By the Author After Leaving Camp 
■Dachau, 

Here is how I reconstructed the opera- 
tion of the crematory, after much thinking 
and questioning and reading. Every morn- 
ing the pushcarts gathered the dead from 
the barracks. It must be said that many 
prisioners were in bad health or suffering 
from sickness when they came to Dachau. 

The corpses were delivered to the ante- 
room. They were examined there by a doc- 
tor. Death certificates were made out and 
the bodies were prepared for cremation. 

All clothing was removed and valuables 
were removed. The possessions of the dead 
were confiscated by the state. They were 
contributed to the war effort of common 
defense against Communist invasion from 
the East. 

Here I take issue with the government. 
The personal possessions ought to have been 
returned to the families of the dead when 
possible. This might indeed have been done 
before the last years of the war. 

The bodies were laid out in the so-called 
shower room. The door’s were kept closed 
for obvious reasons. 

The crematory burners were started. The 
bodies were carried down to the boiler room 
one by one on stretchers and burned. After 
an hour or so the ashes were raked out of 
the boilers and placed in jars. The jars 
were sealed, labeled and stacked out in back 
of the crematory. A truck picked up the jars 
apd took them to the camp express office. 
They were sent home free of charge. Until 


the last month of the war, the ashes of 
every single human being who died at 
Dachau was sent home to his family. 

Towards the last part of the wax’, many 
of the dead from the epidemics that swept 
the camp had no records in camp. It was 
impossible to label the remains of them. 
So they were given a common burial in 
large caskets. 

When the American army over-ran 
Dachau, so did teams of jew agents. These 
orientals and bolslievists engineered the 
story of Daehau as a murder camp. ^lean- 
while other teams of jews were doing the 
same thing all over Europe. They took 
possession of the German war archives. They 
appropriated records, films and whole li- 
braries of information. They forged docu- 
ments that incriminated individual German 
governmental officers. The jews destroyed 
documents that justified the Germans. They 
coerced and tortured confessions out of 
prisoners. They doctored photographs. They 
doctored papers. 

In the end they burped over 100 million 
library and school textbooks in the great- 
est book burning outi’age in the histoi’y of 
the world. 

Evidence collected by the German army 
showed that the Reds had slaughtered close 
to seventy-eight million Whites, mostly 
blonds, in Russia and Eastern Europe from 
1017 onwards. The Reds liquidated the 
native Russian stock. By 1941 only Asiatics 
and* mixed breeds remained. 

The jews destroyed ail evidence of Com- 
munist genocide. 

But they did more. For example the jews 
would take a photograph of a Khazar tribe- 
man murdering a blond-haired German fam- 
ily In Russia. They Would doctor the phqto- 
graph and chahge the tycqs and insignia ' on 
uniforms to make ifseem that the White 
was killing the Asiatic. 

^ The^Germans had captured thousands of 

'of ^the r ^R\Ssiah : Penn- 

sylvania Dutch, in Russia in 1940-1941.. 

The 1 j£w agents who descended upon 
Germany after ? the close of World Wat* n 
forced German citizens to sign false con- 
fessions admitting themjurder of jeyte. T^eir 
confessions were used against Germanic 
people everywhere. 

Frankfort Germany served as headquar- 
ters for the processing of what the jew 
teams invented,, faked and forged. The cen- 
tral office for the jew fabricators was said 
to be located in the I. G. Farben building 
for a while. 

There the final processing was done on 
the truckloads of affidavits, photographs and 
film. The whole mass of faked evidence was 
assembled into a coherent tale by the end 
of 1945. It has served as a basis for pro- 
secution in alf war crime trials since then. 
That part of the forged evidence pertaining 
to the trial of the so-called major war crim- 
inals of 1946 is called “Official Documents 
of Nazi War Crimes and Aggression.” 

Afterwards the whole bulk of the material 
was shipped to the Wiener Library in Lon- 
on. This library was made up of thousands 
of statements by jews charging the Ger- 
manic people with all sorts of crimes since 
1933. 

It is a fact that no jews were driven to 
prisons in Nazi Germany simply because 
they were jews. 

Wherever it is possible to investigate the 
truthfulness of stories that jews were per- 
secuted, none can be proven. For example 
it is admitted that no French jews were 
gassed. It is too easy to check the facts in 
France. Journalists have access to all parts 
of the country. People are not afraid to 
talk. Plenty of impartial witnesses exist to 
confirm or deny. 

The well-known radical jewess Gertrude 
Stein lived in France ail thru the war. She 
was not molested by the Nazis. 

Our sources of information about the 
extermination of the “six million” come to 
us from just those areas where no confirm- 
ation is possible, i.e., Eastern Europe and 
areas are strongly anti-German, anti- White

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and anti-Nazi. History shows that the gov- 
ernments were launched by these so-called 
jews and jew ideas. The press and institu- 
tions for scientific research and scholarship 
of nearly* all of them are tied to national 
political policy and are regarded as tools 
of the state. 

Therefore the case against Germany Is 
based upon the word of their worst enemies, 
supported by witnesses who have been sub- 
jected to strong coercion and by documents 
filtered thru' Jewish hands. 

Such evidence Is no evidence. 

In 1933 the Beds burned down the German 
capltol buildings In Berlin as a signal to Red 
revolution. The revolution failed. Camp 
Dachau was built as an auxiliary prison for 
the , purpose of housing communist traitors. 
Many if not most of them were jews. 

Dachau continued thru the thirties to 
serve as a prison for Red traitors. Condi- 
tions at the camp were no better or worse 
than any other prison in north Europe. Un- 
til 1939 it accommodated only German Jew- 
ish and German prisoners. No executions 
took place there. 

Dachau was expanded when war broke 
out in 1939. Communist infiltraters, spies, 
and saboteurs from other parts of Europe 
were sent there once the war started. 

Few or no jews were sent to Dachau after 
1941 when the Russo-German war started. 
The Russian jews fled en masse with the 
flight of the. Red army. They believed their 
own propaganda. Few of these Russian jews 
ever came under jurisdiction of the German 
government 

The jews in such nations as Italy, Ru- 
mania, Slovakia, Bulgaria and Hungary also 
were beyond the control of the German 
state. Nazi officials like Joseph Goebbels 
complained often in 'their wartime Biary- 
writings that jews still strongly influenced 
the rulers of these German ailibU 

At no time were there more than If mil- 
lion jews under control of Nazi Germany. 
There were no more than half that number 
ever living at one tlmo inside Greater Ger- 
many, including tlireo fourths of the land 
now claimed as Poland. 

By 1944 the Red army began its invasion 
of Germany. Prisons inside Germany did 
double and triple duty in order to accom- 
modate prison populations from those por- 
tions of Europe that the Asiatics had driven 
into. , 

Dachau got its share of prisoners of war 
starting late in 1944 and early 1945, a few 
months before the end of the war. 

The spring of 1945 brought clear weather 
to the small territory left to the German 
army. It also brought clouds of American 
and British aircraft who shot up everything 
in sight. The planes strafed and bSmbed 
even at night. Nothing on wheels 'could 
move. 

By April communications and governmen- 
tal control had broken down in Germany. 
The Reich was prostrate. Dachau was iso- 
lated and quarantined. 

Trainloads of prisoners on the way to 
Dachau were stalled on track sidings for 
weeks. The results can be imagined.' The 
authorities ccukl r.ot turn the prisoners 
loose, and '.hrj could not supply them with 
food or medication. 

It was one of these trains that was parked 
at the gat-' at Dachau on a morning late 
in April, 1945, when the American 'army 
reached Dachau. The Americans were, hor- 
rified. But they knew it was one of the 
accidents of war caused by allied invasion 
of Europe and concomitant circumstances. 
It took a jewish press to convince the >vorld 
otherwise. 

The trains that reached Dachau before 
the Americans came found the same, bad 
conditions there. Food supplies had *fiiyen 
out at Camp Dachau. Famine and sickness 
swept the camp. The newcomers only added 
to the overcrowding and brought more epi- 
demics to sweep the camp. 

The crematory worked overtime "to-'dis- 
pose of the typhus* racked, pitifully thin 


bodies of German guards and their pris- 
oners. There was one gathering of the dead 
in the morning and another in the afternoon. 
The camp command gave up push carts and 
resorted to trucks in order to get the corpses 
delivered to the crematory. 

Many of the corpses weighed no more 
than fifty pounds. They would be reduced 
to ashes within thirty to forty minutes in 
the incinerator. __ 

~ It is important~to remember that each 
of these corpses were counted as jews by 
the press in later compilations. Also each 
one was said to have been murdered in- 
stead of having died naturally from disease. 

The attendants and German guards at 
the crematory died from contamination from 
the dead. Towards the end of the war, most 
of the German guards and some of the 
officers and their families stationed at the 
camp fled. Finally the crematory was 
abandoned. The bodies were left lying in 
their beds or at best stacked in one place. 
The guards who had the courage to remain 
retreated to the guard towers in order to 
escape the pestilence. Many were found dead 
at their posts. 

There was no food in the camp for the . 
last three days. These were three of the days 
late in April that the ^American army 
waited passively nearby while the Red army - 
dosed in on the heartland of the White man. 

The same stories about German atrocities 
were told during and after World War I. 
They were shown to be false by revisionist 
historians after the close of the war. The 
stories of the gas ovens of World War n 
were more of the same wartime propa- 
ganda of hysteria, designed to fire up the 
people to fervor for war. But after WW H, 
it served jewish propaganda to continue 
with the stories and -to continue to make 
fools of the masses. The spirit of deliberate 
scholarship and scientific honesty in evalu- 
ating the past has disappeared since 19X8. 
True liberalism in historical research is dead 
for" the most part. The result is that most 
people still believe in the myth of the “six 
million.” 


-Those “SIX MILLION JEWS”- 
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Aime Frank's diary described her at age 
15 standing naked watching a line of naked 
women four abreast, being thrown into the 
ovens. She described another camp where 
she was later, but did not explain how, — 
without clothes, she concealed her diary. 
Her own father here in New York for a 
court hearing stated that the statements 
attributed to her could not be from a girl 
her age. 

A man born and lived in Russia for 23 
years viewed the “REMEMBER US” film 
with us and says that a number of the 
gruesome scenes attributed to Germany were 
from the Soviet Union. 

Now — hear two Jews on Channel 13: 
On July 6, 1960, George Sokolsky in an 
interview with Mike Wallace on TV-NTA, 
New York, stated that many of the Jews 
thought to be killed by Germany were 
killed by Stalin. 

Reminds you of the Katyn Massacre — 
where 14,000 Polish officers were buried 
in four graves — killed by the Soviet Union 
and blamed on Germany. 

A Colonel of the U. S. Army examined 
these Polish graves while a German prisoner 
and reported it was the work of the commu- 
nists, but our defense department remained 
silent — protecting the Soviet Union. 

Not one Jew or non-Jew was burned alive; 
thousands of dead, mainly Germans were 
cremated for sanitary reasons. 

Never have we heard one word of sorrow 
from the Jews as to more than 75 million 
non-Jews killed under direction of the com- 
munist Jews in the Soviet Union and com- 
munist-controlled Countries. 

Two and a half million Germans, who 
were prisoners of the Soviet Union, have 
never been heard of to date. 

Today Jews cry before the Wailing Wall 
in Jerusalem for persecution a thousand 


years ago. The cry of persecution is valu- 
able to this group which is a nation within 
a nation. 

Why have the Jews been repulsed in Eng- 
land, France, Germany, Hungary, Rumania, 
Italy, Poland, Austria and now the Soviet 
Union and the Middle East It is -important- 
that our people understand how organized 
Jewry has deceived the world about the sit- 
uation in Germany, so that we can prevent 
tliem from maneuvering us into World War 
m, as they did in World War I and II. 

No one can disprovo these facts. 

-Are there any four Jewish leaders hi the 
World who will meet Mr. McGinley and Mr. 
Freedman in debate and deny that the 
Zionist brought the U. S. into World War 
I and II against Germany? There are not.

Taking on the assumption thatreach 
will perform a minimum of 25 operations 
ejaily, it would take no more than one 
month, at the maximum, to complete their 
,stfiri|ization. 

-^‘Inasmuch as sterilization of women needs 
somewhat more time, it may be computed 
that the entire female population of Ger- 
many could be sterilized within a period of 
three years or less. Complete sterilization 
of both sexes, and not only one, is to be 
considered necessary in view of the present 
German doctrine that so much as one drop 
of true German blood constitutes a German.” 

A copy of this book was forwarded to 
the Library of Congress for copyright pur- 
poses in February, 1941. You will note that 
this book was written and printed 10 
months BEFORE the United States was 
promoted into World War II. It was printed 
while the United States was at peace with 
Germany. Like the Gombcrg Map, pre- 
pared and printed months before Pearl 
Harbor, it was done in anticipation of our 
being shoved into this unnecessary war.

U.S. High Tribunal Soon To Rule 
On Sunday As Legal Sabbath 


By LOUIS CASSELS

Sometime during the next 
few months, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court will hand down 
a decision that could change 
your way of life. 

It will decide whether Sun- 
day is constitutional." 

Not Sunday as a day of 
the week, but Sunday as a 
day of rest and worship, 
recognized and protected by 
law. 

' Pending before the court 
are four cases challenging 
Sunday closing laws * in 
Massachusetts, 'Maryland 
and Pennsylvania. But the 
basic issue is much broader 
than the specific statutes of 
these states. It is whether 
any , governmental body in 
the United States has a con- 
stitutional right to accord a 
special legal status to a day 
which is considered holy by 
many but by no means all 
Americans. 

Jewish groups and some 
small Christian bodies like 
the Seventh-day Advent- 
ists, who observe Saturday 
as the Sabbath day, have 
long contended that Sun- 
day observance laws vio- 
late the first amendment's 
guarantee of governmental 
neutrality in matters of 
religion. 

In the past, with a single 
exception, lower courts have 


upheld the constitutionality 
of Sunday closing laws. They 
have ruled that states have 
a right to enforce a shut- 
down of general business ac- 
tivity one day a week, not 
for religious 'reasons, but to 
protect the health and wel- 
fare of workers. The choice 
of Sunday for this day of 
rest may have been prompt- 
ed originally by the tenets 
of the Christian faith, the 
courts have said, but it can 
now be justified on the 
grounds- of social custom and 
long-standing tradition. 

The single exception was 
a ruling in 1959 by a fed- 
eral court in Boston. It 
held Massachusetts' Sun- 
day Law unconstitutional 
on the grounds that it “fur- 
nishes special protection to 
the dominant Christian 
sects" and discriminates 
against those who observe 
a different Sabbath. 

Some Washington observ- 
ers believe there is a better- 
than-fair chance that a ma- 
jority of The Supreme Court 
justices will take The same 
view as the Massachusetts 
court. 


If that happens, the rela- 
tively small minority of, 
Americans who observe a 
Saturday sabbath will feel 
that a great injustice has 
been corrected. But the vast 
majority of Americans— not 
only the practicing Christ- 
ians who go to church on 
Sunday, but also the millions 
who regard Sunday as sa- 
cred to other purposes such 
as golf, late-sleeping or 
family outings — may find 
their way of life rudely al- 
tered.

Many patriotic Americans are still hoping 
against hope that their Country has not 
been taken over by betrayers and sub- 
verted. They compare Kennedy’s “new” 
methods with those of the colorless Eisen- 
hower and conclude their rage and disgust 
at the time of the vote fraud disclosures 
was perhaps mistaken. That Kennedy was 
fraudulently elected as President by every 
device of vote-rigging known to the poli- 
ticians is forgotten. America was betrayed 
by marxists after loot and power.

From November 10, 1960 to March 12, 
1961, there were 240 Kennedy appointments 
or reappointments made and announced to 
the press. These included the top 80 jobs:

A 
portion of the 400-500 jobs in the policy 
making field below the rank of Assistant 
Secretary have been filled. There is a third 
group of appointments numbering 1200 or 
more. In other words there are about 1800 
policy-making jobs. And there are 2200 
more jobs by appointments below this level, 
making 5000 in all, superimposed on the 
vast Federal Civil Service. This political 
job dispensation or “patronage” is the 
method by which Kennedy will control the 
entire governmental structure. 

Let us examine some of the top appoint- 
ments first. 

ARTHUR J. GOLDBERG#, is identified 
in the ADL Bulletin, Jan. 1961, page 8, 
as a member of the Washington, D.C., 
Board of Directors of the Anti-Defamation 
League of B’nai B’rifh. Appendix 9 of the 
Special Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, 1944, identifies him as President of the 
Chicago Chapter of the National Lawyers 
Guild at the time he sponsored ^ Chicago 
Conference on Race Relations, 7/2-/39, a 
cited Communist-front operation. The na- 
tional Lawyers Guild has been repeatedly 
cited not only as a Communist-front but as 
the legal arm in the United States of the 
Communist Party. And Goldberg was Presi- 
dent of its top chapter outside of New;, York 
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City! (p. 610) He was also a sponsor of the 
Washington, D.C., Conference on Constitu- 
tional Liberties in America, June 7-9, 1940, 
a cited Communist-front enterprise which 
launched the National Federation for Con- 
stitutional Liberties. At the time of the 
holding of this Conference, the Communist 
Party was working under the line deter- 
mined by the Stalin-Hitler pact. (p. 651) 

He was a sponsor of the National Emergency 
Conference which met in Washington, D.C. 
on May 13 and 14, 1939 to map plans of 
action against a number of bills in Congress 
which would require deportation of Commu- 
nist aliens, enforce registration, fingerprint- 
ing, and imprisonment of Communists, etc. 
This was a cited front, (p. 1206.) 

In 1956 Goldberg was a member of the 
administrative committee of the National 
!civil Liberties Clearing House of Wash- 
ington, D.C., the advisory board of which 
included Walter F. Reutlier. Its treasurer 
at that time was Herman Edelsberg#, of 
the ADL; its vice-chairmen included Irving 
Fcrman#, of the cited CommumsMront 
American Civil Liberties Union and John 
J. Gunther of the Americans For Demo- 
cratic Action, a marxist political action 
organization. Representatives from the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews,

the American Jewish Congress and the 
NAACP were co-members of the adminis- 
trative committee with Goldberg.

Goldberg, was still on the committee, along 
with a representative of the American 
Jewish Committee as Treasurer; Herman 
Edelsberg was Chairman and Kenneth 
Birkliead of the very pink American Veter- 
ans Committee was a new vice chairman. 

(See letterheads of NCLCH.) 

‘ In 1957 Arthur J. Goldberg was a mem- 
ber of the executive board of the Religion 
and Labor Foundation, a cited front. 
Co-members of the board with Goldberg 
included Communist-fronters Walter P. 
Reuther, James B. Carey, Henry Hitt Crane, 
Jerome Davis, Benjamin Mays, A. I hillip 
Randolph, and others. (See program for 
4/24/57 Social Justice Award to Conumi- 
liist-fronters Herbert Lehman and Martin 
Luther King.) 

The Internal Security Subcommittee held 
hearings on “Interlocking Subversion _ m 
Government Departments” on May 19, 19o3, 
Part 8, and during the testimony of one 
Charles Flato (pages 501-2) he swore that 
he had been sought out by Arthur Goldberg 
to do some writing assignments of pamphlets 
for the CIO in 1948 and 1949. He also 
declined to answer whether he was a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party during the 
period he worked for Goldberg.

Rusk was a Rhodes Scholar an ( d on the 
basis of this background was givep charge 
of the British Empire Division' of ’’the red 
OSS during World War 11 where.he worked 
closely with his friend, the idcnthicd Com- 
munist, Ralph Bunche. He became the 
Deputy Chief of Staff under General Joe 
Stillwell and therefore was prfvjf’tb, and 
most certainly an intimate participant* in the 
violently pro-Communist activities ’.of- Still- 
well in the China-Burma India Theater. In 
June 1945 he worked on the plans -for the 
military-security arrangements ofrthe United 
Nations (Chapter 7 of the U.NbCharter) 
as a member of the Operations! Division 
of the War Department’s General Staff. 
(In 1941 he had been In the Department’s 
Military Intelligence, Asiatic division.) In 
1946 he entered the State Department as 
an Assistant Director concerned - with the 
U.N. He was a special assistant for a, time 
in the War Department under -Robert 
Patterson. Upon the recommendation of 
Dean Achcson, an old Louis BrantJds and 
Felix Frankfurter protege, he returned to 
State Dept, to take Hiss’s place,* and served 
under Marshall.

as to have the Korean effort by the Amer- 
ican troops declared a U.N. enterprise. The 
Korean blood bath and debacle was a direct 
result of this action by Rusk. And later Rusk 
accompanied Truman to Wake Island for. 
his conference with Douglas MacArthur, the 
prelude to the dismissal of the General. 

In March 1952 John Foster Dulles and 
Robert A. Lovett, a frankfurter protege; 
recommended Rusk for the job as head of 
tlie Rockefeller Foundation. And again it 
was Lovett who, recommended Rusk, for the 
job as Secretary of State in 1961. (Time, 
12/26/50; Nomination of Dean Rusk, hear- 
ing, Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
1/12/61.) Rusk also headed, the General 
Education, Board, took part in Rockefeller 
Bribers Fupd panels, the CouncU- on 
Foreign Relations, and has. a trust agreement 
with ilie Chase Manhattan Bank. 

Rusk is evasive verbally and a sharp 
individual. He was asked what his position 
\ya$ op Communist Clppa and- its recognition 
by the U.N. Imbedded in a massif verbiage 
were these statements: ‘T think it "would' 
be- difficult for us tojspecify^at what-point 
we deal with specific issues on this matters 
. . . I. se$ no prospect at the present time: 
that- normal relations could be established! 
with tho'amhoritles iii Peiping. . . .T do not) 
think that I can comment on the details 
as we . move into the future.” The Senators 
should have challenged, him. on, such, an 
answer. 

Rusk equivocated when asked about his 
advocacy of the two-China policy (repre-' 
§eqtation in the U.N. by both Taiwan and 
Red. China). He stated that he and Acheson 
were warm and dose friends. (He was 
definite about this!) When asked about the 
future of the United States in U.N., which 
has 99, members now, in the event we are 
consistently outvoted; Rusk said he did not 
believe ‘‘that American national interests 
have been daipagcd by the parliamentary 
situation^ the voting 'situation, in these 
international bodies.” He ‘said he believed 
American" prestige had been damaged be- 
cause “we have not kept our contact with 
some* . . of the demands for change which, 
are a part of the democratic type of 
revolution which is a part of our own 
tradition.” He implied the U.S. could not 
legally veto admission of Red China into 
the U.N. He affirmed he hoped we could 
“get on with the general sort of world 
community we are talking about in the U.N. 
Charter.” Finally, it should be .mentioned 
that it was State Department official Dean 
Rusk who was behind the maneuvering 
which brought about, the immediate re- 
cognition of Israel by the U.S. in 1948. 

ROBERT S. McNASIARA, Ford Motor Co. 
official, was recommended as Secretary of 
Defense by Robert A. Lovett. He was one 
of the 98 Harvard faculty members who 
voted for FDR for a third term in 1940 
(2 voted for Willkie!). He taught in the 
Harvard Business School. 

J. EDWARD DAY, Postmaster General, 
was an editor of the Harvard Law Review 
(1936-37). After graduation he joined the 
firm of Sidley, Austin, Burgess, and Harper. 
He became a dose friend of a partner in 


that firm, Adlai Stevenson; became his 
administrative assistant in 1949 when Adlai 
was Governor of Illinois; was elevated to 
be Insurance Commissioner of Illinois. 

ORVILLE L. FREEMAN, Secretary of 
Agriculture, was a leader in the Democrat 
Farmer Labor Party and an adminstrative 
assistant to Hubert H. Humphrey, admitted 
radical, when he was Mayor of Minneapolis. 
Luther Hodges, Secretary of Commerce, 
worked in ECA (Marshall plan) and for 
the pro-Communist Marshall Field. Hodges' 
son is now at the Harvard Graduate School 
of Business Administration. « 

ABRAHAM A. RIBICOFF^, heads the 
very socialized Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare and is distinguished by 
his — according to Westbrook Pegler’s be§t 
judgement — association at the Democratic 
Convention with Sam Carpsjs, the brother- 
in-law of Molotov, (9/2/60). 

ROBERT F. KENNEDY, a UarYprd.maij, 
is of course Jack Kennedy’s, alter -ego and 
the -last man who should be ttye chief: legal 
officer of the United • States. r^yernm.ep.t 
His ruthless thirst for vengeance, 'ladCqf 
experience, and hot temper, aremnt qualities 
that make for a, good Attorney ..Genera), 
His personal friendship. fqrJSuprenxe., Court 
Justice William O. Douglas— scared by the 
entire Kennedy family— ris anolheriJiability. 
Douglas is currently a consultant - to the 
Fund For The Republic's for the 

Study of Democratic Institutions., Doyglflp 
urged immediate admission of- Red Chipp 
into the U.N. in a speech before ‘.the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, of America' on, Npv. 1$, 
1960. His record of support bf (^mrpunists 
in court cases before the Supreme- Court 
is unparalleled in the history of that, body. 

C. DOUGLAS DHXONZ& Secretary of the 
Treasury, is, according \to the N*Y.~ Dally 
News, 2/9/61, p. 40, another of- the evasive 
Kennedy appointees. And Dillon’s grand- 
father was Sam Lapowski, a Polish Jew- 
Lapowski switched to his mother’s- maiden 
name, Dillon. C. Douglas Dillon, attended 
Hazard. He and Jack Kennedy both are 
members of The Spee (a dub) at Harvard. 
He prepared speeches for John Foster- Dulles 
in 1948 and for Thomas E. Dewey. Dillon 
is a key man, a carry-over from the State 
Department under Eisenhower. 

Below the Cabinet level, starting with 
the State Department, we find CHESTER 
BOWLES as the Under Secretary, According 
to the Congressional Record, February 19, 
1946, page A 893, the Washington Chapter 
of the National Lawyers Guild, the offid- 
ally cited legal arm of the Communist 
Party in the United States, gave a banquet 
in honor of Chester Bowles on February 
1946, Bowles was then. head, of the OPA. 
Henry Wallace, then Secretary of Commerce 
and one of the most notorious pro-Soviet 
apologists in America, gave the ma)n 
address. According to the- N.Y. Times, 
10/16/46, Chester Bowles attended the 
conference of the Coordinating. Committee 
of the (Chicago) Conference of Progressives, 
a Communist-front operation. A letterhead 
of the marxist-socialist Americans For 
Denuocratic Action of April 1-952- listed 
Chester Bowles as a member of the board 
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of Jan. 1950 as a vice-Chairman. In October 
1956 .Mrs. Chester Bowles was a member 
of the National Advisory Board of the 
American Committee on Africa, a socialist — 
pacifist organization which has agitated for 
the overthrow of the Union of South Africa 
government by direct intervention in the 
political affairs of that country. The Three 
Year Report of the Fund for the Republic, 
identifies Chester Bowles as a member of 
the Board of Directors of this Communist- 
aiding organization. Who’s Who, 1942-43, 
p. 365, listed Bowles as a director " of 
the Communist-infiltrated National Urban 
League. He was a member,' in 1952,' of the 
U.S. National Commission for UNESCO, 
.subject of a special report by the American 
Legion’s Counter-Subversive Committee, 
listing the extensive Communist-front rec- 
ords of its members. 

In the hearing on Bowles’ nomination 
before the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations (1/19/61), ho stated he had 
been a delegate to UNESCO’s Paris session 
in 1946; been a special assistant to Trygve 
Lie, Secretary-General of the UN. in 1947, 
and international chairman of the U.N. 
'Appeal for Children tho same year; been 
a trustee of the Rockefeller Foundation 
since 1954; a member of the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund Special Studies Project on 
National Policy in 1957; and of other 
internationalist organizations. He called for 
the neutralization of the islands of Qucmoy 
and Matsu in an article on the China prob- 
lem, published in Foreign Affairs in April 
1960, p. 481, an appeaser’s attitude. Bowles 
Was Chairman of Committee which wrote 
the radically socialist Democratic platform 
for the 1960 election. 

“ The Assistant Secretary of State for 
African Affairs, Gerhard Mcnnen Williams, 
Michigan puppet of Walter Reuther for 
mahy years,' during his tour of Africa has

The Peace Corps is a perfect vehicle for 
the indoctrination of its members with 
Communistic doctrines, with pacifist and 
atheistic ideologies, with whatever brain- 
washing techniques are desired by its 
directors.

He 
has been a member of the faculty of the 
very red New School for Social Research, 
a recorder of, the equally red Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, member of the radical 
Church Peace Union, a director of the 
Communist-infiltrated Foreign Policy Asso- 
ciation, associated with the Communist-espi- 
onage-front Institute of Pacific Relations, 
a member of the supra-govemmental and 
internationalist Council on Foreign Relations, 
and of 24 other organizations or insti- 
tutions. (Who's Who in America, 1942-43). 

He was a director of the Communist-front, 

Open Road (Appendix 9, p.477). 

Stevenson's ministerial aides include Chas. 

P. Noyes (Yale Law), as counselor of the 
U.N. Delegation. Noyes was a consultant to 
the Rockefeller Brothers Fund from 1953-61 
and previously (1941) was on the legal 
staff of the Lend-Lease Administration and 
an adviser to the U.S. mission to the U.N. 
staff, 1945-51. In Chicago he* practiced law, 
often working in Stevenson’s law firm. 

Another aide is Jonathan Brewster Bingham, 
past editor of the -Yale Law Review’, secre- 
tary to N.Y, Governor Averill Harrlman 
(1955-8), former N.Y. state chairman of 
the ADA, and an early £1936) Yale sup- 
porter of Roosevelt! He is married to ADA

ROBERT S. BENJAMIN#, chairman of 
the board of United Arfists, reddest of the 
motion picture companies in terms of its re- 
leases, is the new- national chairman of the 
U.S. Committee for the U.N. 

The most significant?- appointment of a 
U.S. representative to ^he U.N. Council is 
that of PHILIP M. KLUTZNICK#, an offi- 
cial Kennedy supporter >who started out in 
the Justice Dept in 1935 and by 1944 
became the Commissioner of the Federal 
Public Housing Authority. He was a U.N. 
representative in 1957. During his nomin- 
ation hearing (1/31/61). before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, he stated he 
was a member of the ccrnmission on money 
and credit set up by tlje Ford Foundation 
and of the Committee for Economic Devel- 
opment, that he had served as international 
president of the B’nni .B’rith ADL for 6 
years and is its honorary president for life, 
that he has been national chairman of the 
United Jewish Appeal, and a delegate to the 
World Jewish Congress* meetings. He was 
chairman of the group* of Jewish leaders 
which tried to arranged private meeting 
with Premier Khrushchev and is “a power 
behind the scenes in the Democratic Party 
in the - Midwest.” 

ABRAM CHAYES#, is the new legal ad- 
viser to the State Dept and is therefore 
a man who wields tremendous influence in 
the political area most likely to affect the 
lives of every American: foreign affairs. 
From 1951-52 he was law clerk to Felix 


Frankfurter. By 1958 he was a Harvard 
professor. On the question of the Comiaily 
Amendment (limiting the power of the 
World Court over the affairs of the United 
States), he stated he “firmly” supported 
its repeal. When it was pointed out to him 
that Communist-fronter Phil Jessup was 
the American World Court judge, that the 
Soviet Union and. Poland — even though 
sitting on the court — refuse utterly to sub- 
mit to its jurisdiction, that only 3 small 
countries had agreed to submit to it, he 
still insisted we should submit to it in 
accordance with “our announced objective 
to further the rule of law in the world.”

I purposely refrain from including the 
American Jewish Congress in this appeal 
because I am satisfied that 95 per cent of 
their members are already with us and that 
they are being misrepresented by two or 
three men now abroad. Of them I ask that;

instruct these false leaders in no uncertain 
.terms as to the stand they must take on 
this all-important subject and demand that 
they shall either openly represent their 
Views or resign their office. 

PROGRESS SO FAR MADE 
There is not time now, but I hope and 
fexpect in the near future to be able to report 
to you the steps that have been taken and 
that are already under way, and the sur- 
prising and gratifying progress already 
made in many countries toward the success 
|X of the economic boycott in which we are 
engaged. Although considerable progress in 
that direction has already been made in 
Great Britain and the United States, you 
will be .surprised to learn that they are the 
least advanced and as yet the most inad- 
' cquately^crganized^rairTbe^ountriC^'that. ■ 
were represented at the Amsterdam^ World 
Economic Conference where the boycott was " 
unanimously ' and '-enthusiastically approved 
by formal" resolution by a -rising vote. 

With' us in America the delay has been 
due in part to lack of funds and the vast 
territory to be covered, but it is hoped and 
expected that this* condition will soon be 
corrected. The object-lesson we are deter- 
mined to teach is so priceless to all hu- 
manity that we dare not' faiL 

Each of you 'Jew and Gentile alike, who ‘ 
has not already enlisted in this sacred war 
should do so now and here. It is not suf- 
ficient that you buy no goods .made in 
Germany. You must refuse 1 to deal with 
any merchant or shopkeeper who sells any 
.German-made goods or who patronizes Ger- 
man ships or shipping. To our shame be it 
said that there are a few Jews among us, 
but fortunately only a few, so wanting 
in dignity and self-respect that they are 
willing to travel oh German ships where 
they are despised and meet with the just 
contempt of the servants who wait upon 
them and of their fellow passengers. Their 
names ' should be heralded far and wide. 
They are traitors to their race. 

In conclusion, permit me again to thank 
you for this heartening reception and to 
assure you that, with your support and that 
of our millions of non-Jewish friends we will 
drive the last nail in the coffin of bigotry 
and fanaticism that has dared raise its ugly 
head to slander, belie and disgrace twentieth 
century civilization.”

Judge Michael A. Musmanno, that ro- 
mantic poet of the Pennsylvania Supreme 
Court who has been away from his duties 
recently waiting to be a witness at the 
Eichmann trial in Israel, has now. testified. 

After reading the judge’s testimony about 
his interview with Goering, about his talk 
with Ribbentrop, we were sufficiently in- 
trigued with this new evidence to turn to 
the Judge’s book, “Ten Days to Die,” written 
in 1950. In that volume he reviewed the 
last days of Adolf Hitler, discussed the 
history of the Nazi regime with all its 
horrors, and described his talks with various 
members of the Hitler regime at Nurem- 
berg during the trials in 1946. 

This review of the Judge’s past writings 
leaves us a bit perplexed. In his testimony, 
Monday, he said that Goering told him that 
Eichmann was the key man in the Jewish 
persecution. Yet in the book he wrote only, 
a few years after the Nuremberg trials, he 
never mentioned Adolf Eichmann. A number 
of pages are devoted to the persecution of 
people of the Jewish faith, but. the book’s 
chief devil is Heinrich Himmler. No Eich- 
mann. It seems to us that the Judge would 
have had a tremendous scoop if he had 
related then the baleful influence of Adolf 
Eichmann, a man who had escaped and was 
still at large. 

• * * 

There are other perplexing matters. The 
book refers to many interviews with Nazi 
officials and German military leaders, but 
there is no reference to an interview with 
Goering, just an exchange of remarks in 
a recess during Goering’s trial. There is 
also no reference, to. an interview with 
Ribbentrop. 

Presumably Judge Musmanno under oath 
Is able to remember things that did not 
seem to him important at tho time he was 
writing a book on 'Hitler -and file Nazi re- 
gime. Which brings us to another curious 
matter. Dedicated as he is to American 
jurisprudence, tho Judge must know that 
not a single matter ho stated in the court 
in Israel would be admissible as evidence 
in a court in tills country. It would all be 
classified as hearsay and thrown' out. After 
all, there are no corroborative documents. 
Nor is there any rebuttal from the grave.

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is the Soviet regime, and who know even a little 
about the specific history of Khrushchev whose 
most justly deserved title is 'butcher of the 
Ukraine,’ were sick at heart that another Presi- 
dent of the United States was paying homage to 
the Kremlin gangsters and building up their pres- 
tige in the eyes of the world. 

Many Americans were worried about the con- 
cessions that our inexperienced and naive Presi- 
dent would make to the callous overlord of the 
communist world — remembering, as they must, 
that Presidents Roosevelt, Truman, and Eisen- 
hower never met Soviet leaders without conced- 
ing something tragically detrimental to the in- 
terests of America. 

There was much reason for Americans to be 
ashamed that an American President was once 
again going abroad with warm greetings, and 
jokes, for people who should be barred from all 
decent human society; but, basically, there was 
much more reason to worry about government 
policy makers who were not making headlines. 

While the grand tour of Jack and Jackie, pro- 
viding froth and frivolity and a handsome jutting 
of chins, captured the world’s attention, the real 
government of the United States — the invisible 
government — had just met quietly in the Soviet 
Union to decide, without fanfare, what American 
governmental policy will be in the months and 
years ahead. 

On May 12, 1961, Dr. Philip E. Mosely, Di- 
rector of Studies of the Council on Foreign Rela- 
tions, announced that, 

“prominent Soviet and American citizens will 
hold a week-long unofficial conference on Soviet- 
American relations in the Soviet Union, begin- 
ning May 22.” 

Dr. Mosely, a co-chairman of the American 
group, said that the State Department had ap- 
proved the meeting but that the Americans in- 
volved would go as "private citizens” and would 
express their own views. 

The New York Times’ news story on Dr. 
Mosely’s announcement (May 13, 1961) said: 


“The importance attached by the Soviet 
Union to the meeting appears to be suggested 
by the fact that the Soviet group will include 
three members of the communist party’s Central 
Committee . . . and one candidate member of 
that body. 

“The meeting, to be held in the town of Niz- 
hnyaya Oreanda, in the Crimea, will follow the 
pattern of a similar unofficial meeting, in which 
many of the same persons participated, at Dart- 
mouth College last fall. The meetings will take 
place in private and there are no plans to issue 
an agreed statement on the subjects discussed. . . . 

“The topics to be discussed include disarma- 
ment and the guaranteeing of international 
peace, the role of the United Nations in strength- 
ening international security, the role of ad- 
vanced nations in aiding under-developed 
countries, and the prospects for peaceful and 
improving Soviet-United States relations. 

“The Dartmouth conference last fall and the 
scheduled Crimean conference originated from 
a suggestion made by Norman Cousins, editor of 
The Saturday Review and co-chairman of the 
American group going to the Crimea, when he 
visited the Soviet Union a year and a half ago 

“Mr. Cousins and Dr. Mosely formed a small 
American group early last year to organize the 
conferences. It received financial support from 
the Ford Foundation for the Dartmouth confer- 
ence and for travel costs to the Crimean meeting. 
This group selected the American representa- 
tives for the two meetings. 

“Among those who participated in the Dart- 
mouth conference were several who have since 
taken high posts in the Kennedy Administration, 
including Dr. Walt W. Rostow, now an assistant 
to President Kennedy, and George F. Kennan, 
now United States Ambassador to Yugoslavia 

The head of the Soviet delegation to the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations meeting in the Soviet 
Union, May 22, 1961, was Alekesander Y. 
Korneichuk, a close personal friend of Khrush- 
chev. The American citizens scheduled to attend 
included, besides Dr. Mosely and Mr. Cousins: 

Marian Anderson, the singer; Dean Erwin N. 
Griswold, of the Harvard Law School; Dr. Arthur 
Larson (former assistant to, and ghost writer for, 
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President Eisenhower, often called "Mr. Modern 
Republican,” because the political philosophy 
which he espoused was precisely the philosophy 
adopted by Eisenhower) now Director of the 
World Rule of Law Center at Duke University, 
where his full-time preoccupation is propagand- 
izing for repeal of the Connally Reservation so 
that the World Court can take jurisdiction over 
American affairs; Gabriel Hauge, former eco- 
nomic adviser to President Eisenhower and now 
an executive of the Manufacturers Trust Com- 
pany; Dr. Margaret Mead, a widely known an- 
thropologist whose name (like that of Norman 
Cousins) has been associated with communist 
front activities in the United States; Dr. A. Wil- 
liam Loos, Director of the Church Peace Union; 
Stuart Chase, American author notable for his 
pro-socialist, anti-anti-communist attitudes; Wil- 
liam Benton, former U. S. Senator, also well- 
known as a pro-socialist, anti-anti-communist, now 
chairman of the Board of Encyclopedia Britannica; 
Dr. George Fisher, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology; Professor Paul M. Doty, Jr., of 
Harvard’s Chemistry Department; Professor Lloyd 
Reynolds, Yale University economist; Professor 
Louis B. Sohn of the Harvard Law School; Dr. 
Joseph E. Johnson, an old friend and former as- 
sociate of Alger Hiss in the State Department, 
who succeeded Hiss as President of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, and still 
holds that position; Professor Robert R. Bowie, 
former head of the State Department’s Policy 
Planning Staff (a job which Hiss also held at one 
time), now Director of the Center for Interna- 
tional Affairs at Harvard. 

These individuals, operating at the largess of 
tax-exempt foundations and with official sanction 
of the State Department, but without official re- 
sponsibility, meet with Khrushchev’s friends and 
henchmen in the Soviet Union and make secret 
agreements concerning policies of the United 
States government. More than that — because of 
their influence in American opinion-forming in- 
stitutions — propaganda in support of their de- 
cisions will be filtered into the thinking of the 
American people and of American congressmen 


and senators. 

To get an inkling of how complete and far- 
reaching the influence of this crowd is, notice 
that William Benton now controls Encyclopedia 
Britannica, a standard set of reference books in 
homes, schools, colleges, and libraries through- 
out America. Britannica earned this respect many 
years ago when it was reliable and factual. Taken 
over by internationalist left-wingers in recent 
years, Britannica subtly changes with each new 
edition. It is a revealing experience to compare 
articles in Britannica of forty years ago and in 
Britannica’ s most recent edition, on such topics 
as "democracy,” "socialism,” "communism,” and 
so on. 

In short, the ruling members of the Council on 
Foreign Relations constitute the invisible govern- 
ment of the United States: they are the people 
who actually set the major policies of the gov- 
ernment. 

Every American Secretary of State since Cordell 
Hull (except James Byrnes) has been a member 
of the Council on Foreign Relations. Practically 
all of the key "advisers” to President Roosevelt, 
during his last two administrations, to Presidents 
Truman and Eisenhower throughout their terms 
of office, and now to President Kennedy were, or 
are, members of the Council. Practically every 
policy-forming job in the State Department (and 
many in the Treasury, Commerce, Labor, Defense 
and Justice Departments) has for years been 
held by a member of the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations. 

The Council directly, or through other organi- 
zations with which it has interlocking directorates 
and membership and contributors, has actually 
selected most of the cabinet officers of the United 
States Government during the past quarter of a 
century. 

History of the Council 

Creation of the Council on Foreign Relations 
resulted from the failure of Woodrow Wilson to 
establish a world government, and make America 
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a part of it, at the close of World War I. 

Having been reelected President in 1916 on 
his promise to keep America out of the European 
War, Wilson succumbed to the pressure of his 
chief adviser, Colonel Edward M. House, and 
plunged America into that war. House first per- 
suaded Wilson that the way to end wars was to 
create a world federation of nations. Wilson pub- 
licly endorsed the idea of world government in a 
speech which he made on May 27, 1916, to the 
League to Enforce Peace. 

On April 6, 1917, the United States declared 
war on Germany. In September of that year, Wil- 
son (at the urging of Colonel House) appointed 
a committee of intellectuals (the first President’s 
Brain Trust) to formulate peace terms and draw 
up a charter for world government. This commit- 
tee, with House in charge, consisted of about 150 
college professors, graduate students, lawyers, 
economists, writers, and so on. Among them were 
men whose names are still familiar to Americans 
in the 1960’s; Walter Lippmann (columnist) ; 
Norman Thomas (head of the American socialist 
party); Allen Dulles (now head of C.I.A.); 
John Foster Dulles (late Secretary of State) ; 
Christian A. Herter (former Secretary of State) . 

These eager young intellectuals around Wilson, 
under the clear eyes of crafty Colonel House, 
drew up their charter for world government 
(League of Nations Covenant) and prepared for 
the brave new socialist one-world to follow World 
War I. But things went sour at the Paris Peace 
Conference. They soured even more when patriots 
in the United States Senate found out what was 
being planned and made quite plain that the 
Senate would not authorize United States mem- 
bership in the world federation thing. 

Bitter with disappointment but not willing to 
give up, Colonel House called together in Paris, 
France, a group of his most dedicated young intel- 
lectuals — among them John Foster and Allen 
Dulles, Christian A. Herter, and Tasker H. Bliss, 
and arranged a dinner meeting with them and 
with a group of like-minded Englishmen at the 


Majestic Hotel, Paris, on May 19, 1919- The group 
formally agreed to form an organization "for 
the study of international affairs.” 

The American group came home from Paris and 
formed The Council on Foreign Relations, which 
was incorporated in 1921. 

The Council did not amount to a great deal 
until 1927, when the Rockefeller family (through 
the various Rockefeller Foundations and Funds) 
began to pour money into it. Before long the 
Carnegie Foundations (and later Ford) began 
to finance the Council. 

In 1929, the Council (largely with Rockefeller 
gifts) acquired its present headquarters property: 
The Harold Pratt House, 58 East 86th Street, New 
York City. 

In 1939, the Council began taking over the 
American State Department. 

Shortly after the start of World War II, in 
September, 1939, Hamilton Fish Armstrong and 
Walter H. Mallory of the Council on Foreign 
Relations visited the State Department to offer 
the services of the Council. It was agreed that 
the Council would undertake work in certain 
fields without any formal assignment of respon- 
sibility. The Council formed four general groups 
— Security and Armaments Problems, Economic 
and Financial Problems, Political Problems, and 
Territorial Problems. 

The Rockefeller Foundation agreed to finance, 
through grants, the operation of this plan. 

In February, 1941, the Council on Foreign Re- 
lations’ relationship with the State Department 
changed. The State Department created the Divi- 
sion of Special Research, which was divided into 
Economic, Security, Political, and Territorial sec- 
tions. Leo Pasvolsky, of the Council, was ap- 
pointed Director of this Division. Within a very 
short time, members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations dominated this new Division in the 
State Department. 

During 1942, the State Department set up the 
Advisory Committee on Postwar Foreign Policy. 
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Secretary of State Cordell Hull was chairman. 
The following members of the Council on Foreign 
Relations were on this Committee: Under Sec- 
retary of State Sumner Wells (Vice-Chairman), 
Dr. Leo Pasvolsky (Executive Officer) ; Hamilton 
Fish Armstrong, Isaiah Bowman, Benjamin V. 
Cohen, Norman H. Davis, and James T. Shot- 
well. 

Other members of the Council also found posi- 
tions in the State Department: Philip E. Mosely, 
Walter R. Sharp, and Grayson Kirk, among 
others. 

The crowning moment of achievement for the 
Council came in 1945, when over 40 members of 
the United States Delegation to the organizational 
meeting of the United Nations (where the United 
Nations Charter was written) were members of 
the Council. Among them: Alger Hiss, Secretary 
of State Edward R. Stettinius, Leo Pasvolsky, John 
Foster Dulles, John J. McCloy, Julius C. Holmes, 
Nelson A. Rockefeller, Adlai Stevenson, Joseph 
E. Johnson, Ralph J. Bunche, Clark M. Eichel- 
berger, and Thomas K. Finletter. 

By 1948-1949, the membership list of the Coun- 
cil on Foreign Relations looked like a directory 
of the political, intellectual, financial, and military 
leaders of America: Dean Acheson, Gerald F. 
Beal, Elliott V. Bell, William Benton, Adolf 

A. Berle, Percival F. Brundage, McGeorge Bundy, 
Ellsworth Bunker, Lauchlin Currie, Arthur H. 
Dean, William Diebold, Jr., C. Douglas Dillon, 
Lewis W. Douglas, William H. Draper, Jr., 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Artemus L. Gates, 
Michael A. Heilperin, Eric Johnston, Arthur Bliss 
Lane, Paul V. McNutt, Robert P. Patterson, James 

B. Reston, Nelson Rockefeller, David Rockefeller, 
John D. Rockefeller, III, Elmo Roper, David 
Sarnoff, Hans Christian Sonne, Arthur Hays Sulz- 
berger, George W. Ball, Robert Woods Bliss, 
David K. E. Bruce, Marquis Childs, Will L. Clay- 
ton, Ralph E. Flanders, Marion B. Folsom, John 
Kenneth Galbraith, Christian A. Herter, Paul G. 
Hoffman, Herbert Hoover, George F. Kennan, 
James M. Landis, Owen Lattimore, General Ly- 
man L. Lemnitzer, David E. Lilienthal, Paul H.

Cousins. 

By I960, the names of the following U.S. Sena- 
tors could be found on the membership lists of the 
Council on Foreign Relations: Clifford P. Case, 
Hubert Humphrey, W. Stuart Symington. 

Some of the officials of the Council on Foreign 
Relations are: John J. McCloy, Chairman of the 
Board; Henry M. Wriston, President; Frank 
Altschul, Vice-President and Secretary; David 
Rockefeller, Vice-President; Elliqtt V. Bell, Trea- 
surer. 

Allen W. Dulles was a member of the Board 
of Directors from 1927 to I960 when he retired. 
Among the present Board of Directors are: John 
J. McCloy (since 1953), David Rockefeller (19- 
49-), Adlai Stevenson (1958-), Henry M. Wris- 
ton (1943-), Thomas K. Finletter (1944-), Lewis 
W. Douglas (1940-), Arthur H. Dean (1955-). 

In this Report last week ("We Have Been 
Wristonized”), we indicated the controlling in- 
fluence which the Council on Foreign Relations 
has had on the American State Department: we 
quoted Senator Prescott Bush’s boast that Henry 
Wriston (president of the Council) had "wris- 
tonized” the Department. 

Senator Bush was not exaggerating. He could 
have said that the United States government has 
been 'wristonized.’ Here, for example, are some of 
the members of the Council on Foreign Relations 
who presently hold positions in the United States 
Government: John F. Kennedy, President; Dean 
Rusk, Secretary of State; Douglas Dillon, Secretary 
of the Treasury; Adlai Stevenson, United Nations 
Ambassador; Allen W. Dulles, Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency; Chester Bowles, 
Under Secretary of State; W. Aver ell Harriman, 
Ambassador at large; John J. McCloy, Disarma- 
ment Administrator; General Lyman L. Lemnitzer, 
Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff; John Ken- 
neth Galbraith, Ambassador to India; Edward R. 
Murrow, Head of United States Information 
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Agency; G. Frederick Reinhardt , Ambassador to 
Italy; David K. E. Bruce, Ambassador to United 
Kingdom; Livingston T. Merchant, Ambassador 
to Canada; Lt. General James M. Gavin, Ambas- 
sador to France; George F, Kennan, Ambassador 
to Yugoslavia; Julius C. Holmes, Ambassador to 
Iran; Arthur H. Dean, head of the United States 
Delegation to Geneva Disarmament Conference; 
Arthur M. Schlesinger, Jr., Special White House 
Assistant; Edwin O. Reischauer, Ambassador 
to Japan; Thomas K. Finletier, Ambassador to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization and Or- 
ganization for Economic Co-Operation and De- 
velopment; George C. McGhee, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Policy Planning; Henry R. 
Labouisse, Director of International Cooperation 
Administration; George W . Ball, Under Secretary 
of State for Economic Affairs; McGeorge Bundy, 
Special Assistant for National Security; Paul H. 
Nitze, Assistant Secretary of Defense; Adolf 
A. Berle, Chairman, InterDepartmental Commit- 
tee on Latin America; Charles E. Bohlen, Assist- 
ant Secretary of State. 

The names listed do not, by any means, consti- 
tute a complete roster of all Council members who 
are in the Congress or hold important jobs in 
the Administration. The Council does not publi- 
cize organizational and membership information 
about itself. The information in this Report was 
gleaned from the Council’s own annual reports 
(which are rather difficult to come by and the 
most recent of which in our files is for the 1958- 
1959 fiscal year), and from various newspaper 
stories which identified prominent people as mem- 
bers of the Council on Foreign Relations. 

n idea of the over-all accomplishment of the 
Council can be found in its Annual Report for 
1958-1959- Beginning on page 5 of that Report 
is a speech by Walter H. Mallory, who was re- 
tiring after 32 years as Executive Director of the 
Council. Speaking to the Board of Directors of 
the Council at a small dinner in his honor on 
May 21, 1959, Mr. Mallory said: 

“When I cast my mind back to 1927, the year 
that I first joined the Council, it seems little 
short of a miracle that that organization could 


have taken root in those days. You will remem- 
ber that the United States had decided not to 
join the League of Nations .... On the domestic 
front, the budget was extremely small, taxes 
were light . . . and we didn’t even recognize the 
Russians. What could there possibly be for a 
Council on Foreign Relations to do? 

“Well, there were a few men who did not feel 
content with that comfortable isolationist cli- 
mate. They thought the United States had an 
important role to play in the world and they 
resolved to try to find out what that role ought 
to be. Some of those men are present this eve- 
ning.” 

Council Operations 

The Council is actually a small organization 
— its membership restricted to 700 resident mem- 
bers (American citizens whose residences or places 
of business are within 50 miles of City Hall in 
New York City) ; and 700 non-resident members 
(American citizens who reside or do business 
outside that 50-mile radius) — but practically 
every one of the members occupies an important 
position in government, in education, in the press, 
in the broadcasting industry, in business, in fi- 
nance, or in some multi-million-dollar tax-ex- 
empt foundation. 

The Council’s principal publication is a quar- 
terly magazine, Foreign Affairs, with a circulation 
of less than 30,000; but it is probably the most in- 
fluential publication in the world. Key figures in 
government — from the Secretary of State down- 
ward — write articles and announce new gov- 
ernmental policies in Foreign Affairs. 

The Council’s financial statement for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1959, recorded a total income 
of $850,600: $123,600 of this came from mem- 
bership dues; $306,400, from Foundation Grants 
(Rockefeller, Carnegie, and Ford) ; $134,400 
from Foreign Affairs subscriptions and sales; 
$83,600 from "Corporation Service.” 

“Corporation Service” means money contribu- 
tions which American business firms make to the 
Council on Foreign Relations — and what the 
Council does for these business firms. Here are

According to the Council’s Report, the 'Cor- 
poration Service’ provided the Council with a 
convenient channel for business support of im- 
portant foreign policy research.” The $83,600 was 
"solicited industry by industry” with efforts di- 
rected "toward leading banks, oil companies, and 
firms which supply the oil companies.” 

In return for the $83,600 (which the Council 
announced as 'gratifying results’) the contribut- 
ing corporations sent their 'Young Business Ex- 
ecutives’ to Council conducted seminars to hear 
“serious discussions of foreign policy issues.” 

In the fall of 1958, the theme of the seminar 
was "The Conflict of Soviet- American Interests: 
An appraisal of Selected International Problems.” 
A. Doak Barnett (whom the Council advertised as 
a 'leading authority on Communist China’) 
opened the Seminar with an analysis of Sino-Soviet 
policy in East Asia. 

Mr. John C. Campbell (The Council’s Director 
of Political Studies) discussed the “situation” in 
Eastern Europe and its important implications for 
United States policy. At the third meeting of the 
seminar, Mr. Edward A. Bayne (of the American 
Universities Field Staff) "examined” the conflict 
of Soviet American interests in the Middle East. 

At the fourth meeting, Mr. James A, Perkins 
(Vice President of the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York) discussed "the probable range of dip- 
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lomatic consequences stemming from the incor- 
poration into the American and Soviet armories of 
new weapons systems, and their effects on some 
of the most important strategic interests of the 
United States.” 

At the final session, Mr. Paul H. Nitze (form- 
erly of the State Department’s Policy Planning 
Staff, and later president of the Foreign Service 
Educational Foundation) spoke on "possibilities 
of fruitful negotiations between the United States 
and the Sino-Soviet bloc in the foreseeable future.” 

The Council’s appointed Chairman of the sem- 
inar for 'young business executives’ was Mr. 
Shepard Stone, Director of the International Af- 
fairs' Program of the Ford Foundation’ 

It should be evident that sixty-two leading cor- 
porations paid over $83,000 for the privilege of 
having their, young executives attend a series of 
lectures designed to brainwash them into approv- 
ing internationalism and Soviet-American co-ex- 
istence as 'good business.’ 

Another seminar, held in the Spring of 1959, 
was devoted to "The Changing Climate of Ameri- 
can Private Investments Abroad.” The Interna- 
tional Finance Corporation’s interest in promoting 
private investment abroad; the Federal Govern- 
ment’s role in providing incentive to private in- 
vestment abroad; and the problem of relating pri- 


vate enterprise to the government’s foreign eco- 
nomic aid program were subjects discussed. 

The Council’s 1958-1959 'Corporation Service’ 
was by no means confined exclusively to the en- 
lightenment and brain-washing of young business 
executive. The coup d’etat was saved for Chair- 
men of the Board and Presidents of the partici- 
pating companies, who were honored, by the 
Council, with a dinner on May 4, 1959- Mr. Allen 
W. Dulles, Director of the Central Intelligence 
Agency, spoke to the distinguished group confi- 
dentially and "off the record” on some of the 
most critical problems of United States Foreign 
Policy. 

Next Week 

One cannot fully comprehend the vast in- 
fluence of the Council on Foreign Relations with- 
out some understanding of the interlocking con- 
nection which the Council has with many other 
tax-exempt organizations also dedicated to the 
ideal of pushing America into a one-world social- 
ist system. 

Next week, we shall discuss, among other 
things, some of these connections — with such out- 
fits as the Foreign Policy Association, the Busi- 
ness Advisory Council, and — indirectly— the Na- 
tional Council of Churches.

WHO IS DAN SMOOT? 

Dan Smoot was born in Missouri. Reared in Texas, he attended SMU in Dallas, taking BA and MA degrees 
from that university in 1938 and 1940. ° 

In 1941, he joined the faculty at Harvard as a Teaching Fellow in English, doing graduate work for the degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy in the field of American Civilization. 

In 1942, he took leave of absence from Harvard in order to join the FBI. At the close of the war, he stayed 
in the FBI, rather than return to Harvard. 

He served as an FBI Agent in all parts of the nation, handling all kinds of assignments. But for three and a 
half years, he worked exclusively on communist investigations in the industrial midwest. For two years following 
that, he was on FBI headquarters staff in Washington, as an Administrative Assistant to J. Edgar Hoover. 

After nine and a half years in the FBI, Smoot resigned to help start the Facts Forum movement in Dallas. As 
the radio and television commentator for Facts Forum, Smoot, for almost four years spoke to a national audience 
giving both sides of great controversial issues. 

^955, he resigned and started his own independent program, in order to give only one side — the 
side that uses fundamental American principles as a yardstick for measuring all important issues.

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OPEN LETTER No. 12 TO THE CONSTITUENCY OF THE UNITED STATES SENATORS 


Dear Friends: — 

The last of our series of OPEN LETTERS are directed 
to YOU. Your Senators have taken their stand and some 
have answered you. It is well that you take it from here. 
The few replies received by people all over the country 
from the Senators follow the same pattern. They are 
NOT impressed with the letters. They fail to see how 
the writers reached such conclusions. Some of the letters 
refer to our writing as “attack” against the honesty, in- 
tegrity or intent of our “leaders”. The use of the word 
“attack”, as you probably know, has been the best de- 
fensive propaganda weapon of those who have learned 
the technique of defense because they so often need it. 
The trained propagandist will nobly defend the right to 
criticize (by telling the truth) and, at the same time, 
deny the right to “attack” (by telling the same truth). 
We must read carefully every word written by anybody 
on these subjects which admittedly are a peril to our 
freedom and the survival of our nation. Double talk and 
word twisting are more dangerous than “enemy” sub- 
marines. 

We cannot too stronly stress what we said in our 
OPEN LETTER NO. 6 — “IT IS NOT A QUESTION 
WHETHER YOU BELIEVE IT OR NOT, — THE QUES- 
TION IS — IS IT TRUE". That is the issue. We do not 
know of a single Senator who denied the truth of any- 
thing we said. Some-have asked — “who are these people 
— the Council on American Relations”? We ask — what 
has that to do with it? If we were a group of thieves, 
drunks or all lunatics, these facts would not relieve the 
Senators of their responsibility to ascertain the facts as 
requested by thousands of constituents. Nor would such 
limitation of the responsibility of the writers alter in the 
least, the TRUTH or FALSITY of the plainly stated 
charges. These statements ARE TRUE OR THEY ARE 
FALSE— AND THAT IS ALL THERE IS TO IT. We 
know of NO PERSON who will deny that the American 
Republic is in trouble.

DEAR FRIENDS: — 

We had planned to end our reports with OPEN 
LETTER NO. 12, but find it necessary to continue to 
keep you informed regarding the activities of one 
another , and to exchange information concerning the 
activities of THE COUNCIL ON FOREIGN RELA- 
TIONS.

Dear Sir: 


I recently recieved two copies of your paper Common 
Sense (March 15*61 and April 1 *61) I am in full accord with your 
fight against communisain and with your effort to bring into the open 
the actions of government servants, who*s wages we pay, and who 
are supposed to* represent us. I am at odds with you on your manner 
of pointing out the Jews on the list. It seems to me that you are, 
in effect, saying that because they are Jews they are communists. 
This, to me, seems like a communist trick of spreading fear and 
suspicion of a whole class because of the actions of a few. If we 
are going to fight an evil then we ourselves must not fall into the 
same error.

In fact 265 New York Marxist-jews were amongst the first rulers of 
Red Russia.
